Most urgently needed are the fo l­ 
lowing: infants’ g a r m e n t s , all types 
particularly knit goods; men’s and 
boys’ garments: overcoats, topcoat*, 
suits, coats, jackets, underwear, pa­ 
jamas, knit gl.ves, and all types of 
work 
clothes; women s and girls • 
overcoats, jackets, sweaters, shaw is, 
dresses, 
underwear, 
aprons, robes, 
and knitted gloves; BEDDING: blan­ 
kets, afghans, sheets, pillow cases, 
and quilts; SHOES, either oxfords or 
high shoes, of durable type with low 
| or medium hetds are 
desired. All 
shoes should be mated and tied se­ 
curely into pairs. 
Receptacles or containers will be 
placed 
in 
several convenient loca­ 
tions in town easily accessible and 
for your convenience. Regular col­ 
lections from the vari us receptacles 
will be made by committees, deliver­ 
ing the clothing to a central place 
where it will be assembled and pack­ 
ed for shipment.

Stalag II B. III B, 
i n C, Stalags Luft III and IV, and 
Oflag 64 are six of the major camps 
that have been moved. These camps 
held approximately 29,000 Americans 
on January I. Besides these major 
camps, there are many other camps 


and h spirals containing a smaller 
number of Americans.

The suggestion that men are sinners, in need of God’s mercy, 
is not at all flattering to any one, least of all to the “modern 
man. 
He prefers to think that sin is a “disturbance of man’s nature.” 
Pa r him, man, “ the master of his fate” and the “captain of his 
soul,” is not to be regarded as sinful, lost, or condemned. 


But the combined testimony of divine revelation and human 
I 
experience declares that men are sinners, and, without God’s mvrcy 
and saving power, are lost in their folly. Even though a contem­ 
porary, unscientific, anti-Christian religion denies the reality of 
sin and its consequences, yet the Bible affirms the fact of sin, de­ 
clares its origin and nature, portrays its degrading effects, promises 
deliverance from its power and guilt for all who will have such, and 
warns against its ultimate destruct n and punishment. Said David: 
“The children of m e n ...a r e all gone aside;. . . there is none that 
doeth good, no, not one.’’ (Ps. 14:2-3) 
In the same spirit, Solomon 
wrote: “There is not a just man upon earth, that doeth g od, and 
sinneth not.’’ (Eccles. 7:20) 
Isaiah portrayed Israel’s condition: 
“ All we like sheep have gone astray.” (Isa. 53:6) Jeremiah further 
exposed man’s iniquity by saying: “The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and it is exceedingly corrupt.” (Jer. 17:9) In the New Tes­ 
tament, Paul affirms the universality of sin, “For all have sinned, 
and fall short of the g l ry of God” (Rom. 3:23); while the apostle 
John warns even Christians against a “ perfectionist,” self-righteous 
attitude, “ If we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and 
the truth is not in u s ... If we say that we have not sinned, we 
make him a liar, and his word is not in us” (I John 1:8-10). 


Human experience affirms human guilt. There is disobedience 
in the family, in the school, in the nation. Juvenile delinquency is 
mounting alarmingly, the divorce rate is appalling, penal institu­ 
tions are filled to overflowing. Just pick up the evening paper and 
what do you read? The account of “ murderous gunfire,” “ hell on 
wheel, 
tank attacks, etc., etc., of people being slain by the millions! 
Here is the account of graft in governmental affairs, and here is 
th 
st ry of the embezzlement of certain bank funds, and there is 
the news that a woman was beaten and robbed of her money—all 
but different expressions of the same lust after mammon. 
Then 
we read of a suicide, of several arrests for drunkenness, and of the 
latest divorces- of course!! To “cap it off,” we need only to get an 
idea of the staggering sum of money spent by this nation for to­ 
bacco* liquor, obscene literature and salacious movies, etc., etc. 
Add to this the ravages of diseases directly traceable to sin and 
the frightful conditions in other lands where half starved women 
and children, poorly attired, live in a land where poverty abounds 
and you begin to see "-hat we mean by sin. God is .tot ioponaibl* 
for it; he is not pleased with it. 


Mild ideas of sin have caused thousands of people to see 
nothing in the cross of Christ, and a fearful decline in public and 
private moral- may be laid at the door -of this perilous attitude. 
The wisdom of Solomon needs to be proclaimed at this punt. He 
said: 
Fools make a mock of sin.’ 
Indeed, only a foolish person 
can esteem iniquity lightly, can lock upon immorality and disobedi­ 
ence to God a.s being matters of little or of no Gonse»quenee. “Sin 
is lawlessness.” wrote John. it is “transgression” of God’s will for 
man. It is doing what God positively forbids. It is “Going beyond” 
his teaching. But sin is more than that; it is also omission of duty; 
lo him therefore that knoweth to do good, and doeth it not, to 
him it is sin. 
(James 4:17) A brief glance at the use of the orig­ 
inal words (Hebrew and Greek) is revealing: Sin is “chattah,” a 
swerving from the direct rule of God; “ pesha,” a breach of the 
Covenanted rule of God; “ hamartia,” a deviation from the straight 
rule of God and “ paraptoma,” a trespass against the dec la rid rule 
of God. 


But unrighteousness is not chiefly a matter of conduct; it lies 
back of all conduct. As a man thinketh in his heart, “so is he” ! 
Consequently, the quality of any deed is dependent upon the quality 
of the thcught back of it. For this reason let no person make the 
mistake of thinking that sin is something external, which a man can 
lay aside like a suit of clothes. One’s will, in sinning, is antagonis­ 
tic to the will of 'Gtod. To be sure, God loves us even when we sin, 
but it cannot be said too emphatically that there is a wrath of God 
against us as sinning. And although God longs to forgive, he can­ 
not do so until man’s will is turned from its sinful direction into 
conformity to the will of God.

TIG HTENED HOME CANNING 


SUGAR PROGRAM ANNOUNCED 


A tightened home canning sugar 
program for the 1945 season— a pro­ 
gram designed to insure a fair distri­ 
bution of the available sugar to those 
who actually need it for canning— 
has been announced by Administra­ 
tor Chester Bowles, OPA. Highlights 
of the new program are as follows: 
The housewife will apply at her lo­ 
cal W ar Price and Rationing Board 
and indicate the amount of canning 
she intends to do this year. Local 
Boards will issue five-pound home 
canning sugar coupons. No ration 
stamps in war ration book four will 
be good for canning sugar this year. 
For canning fruits and fruit juices, 
the allowance will be on the basis of 
one pound for each four quarts to 
be canned. The total allowance must 
not exceed 20 pounds per person, or 
160 pounds to a single family, even 


though the family may coJitain more 
than eight persons.
